LETTER CLEW IN

Police Find Threatening Note 





in House Where Mrs. Kin- 


NEW YORK, June 21.—Interest in the 
Kinnan murder mystery centered in the 
fact that 60 witnesses have been sum- 
moned to appear before Coroner Mc- 
Donald this morning to testify at a 
hearing preliminary to the regular in- 
quest. 

Mrs. Alice Kinnan was beaten to death 
on the night of June 8 on the front 
porch of the old mansion at Washington 
avenue and One Hundred and Lighty- 
ninth street, which was occupied by 
Mrs. Kinnan and her aged mother, Mrs.

He was 
stationed at the Stenton house to guard 
it. He was not in the house, but in 
some manner he got hold of a letter ad- 
dressed to Mrs. Kinnan, postmarked 
two days before her murder and written 
py & man, threatening her with bodily 
arm. 


DELMAR TRACK 
GETS REHEARING 


Club Contends Before Supreme 
Court It Is Entitled 
to Trial. 


The Delmar Jockey Club, which was 
fined 4.000 and the franchise of which 
was declared forfeited in an opinion ren- 
dered. by the Supreme Court a month 
ago, is to have a rehearing. The court 
in Jefferson City Wednesday granted the 
club’s motion for a rehearing. 

The judgment rendered by the court 
was upon the gore filed -by both 
Attorney-General Hadley and the club. 
It was maintained by the State that the 
club admitted nonuse of franchises and 
violation of law in poolselling. 

This is denied in the motion for a re- 
hearing. The jockey club contends that 
it is entitled to a trial of the allega- 
tions of misuse, abuse and perversion, 
The motion declares that judgment has 
been entered against it without a trial 
of the. issues, and invokes the ~ Four- 
teenth Amendment to the Constitution 
of the United States, which is to the 
effect that no one shall be deprived of 
property without due process of law. 

The mation says the club has been 
fined $5000 for misuse of its corporate 
franchises, while, it contends, it has 
never been given a trial on this allega- 
tion. Regarding its failure to hold fairs, 
the motion says no trial has been had, 
yet a judgment rendered. 

The attorneys, in their motion, contend 
that it is not right that a judgment of 
ouster should be entered against the 
jockey club, even though it be held that 
it has not power to seil pools, and even 
though it has lost its charter privilege 
to hold fairs. It is held that it has many 
other privileges which are not contrary 
to the statute, and which would be lost 
under the judgment of ouster. Among 
these privileges which it contends a 
right to exercise is that of conducting 
horse races for prizes or purses. 

Now that the motion for a rehearing 
has been granted, it is considered prob- 
able that the case will not be disposed 
of by the Supreme Court for many 
months. It will not be taken up by the 
eourt before the October term, and a 
final opinion will probably not be ren-

PITTSBURG, June 21.—B. R. Wilk- 
inson of Millvale, a suburb of this 
city, has filed suit againgt A. Bryan 
Wall, the famous landscape and ani- 
mal painter, charging him with alien- 
ating the affections of Wilkinson's 
wife. It is understood that Wilkin- 
son demands $50,000 of the artist. 

Wilkinson is a messenger employed 
by the United States Express Co., and 
was away from home a great deal of 
his time. 

Mrs. Wilkinson was seen on. the 
streets with Wall no later than last 
night. She has wonderful beauty, is 
about 27 years of age, with jet black 
hair and big brown eyes. She always 
dresses in fashionable clothes.

Storage’ Capacity for 
15,000 Cars. 














|ACCESS TO FREE BRIDGE 





Manufacturers’ Railway to Con- 
struct Two Complete 
Belt Lines. 


In pushing plans for the Manu- 
facturers’ Railway (Busch line)—the 
pending franchise for which has caused 
a row in the City Council—August A. 
Busch has bought and obtained options 
on a big strip.of the South Side river 
front and a larger tract on Second 
etreet, which he says he.intends to turn 
into terminal yards with a storage .ca- 
‘pacity of 15,000 cars. 

The land in question is. bounded on 
the north and south by St. George and 
Vett streets. 

In speaking of his pans, Mr. Busch 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter Thurs- 
day that a belt line, to be built around 
the city by the Manufacturers’ Rail- 
way, will bring over his line many of 
the roads from the West now entering 
by Mill Creek’ Valley. He says_ that 
the proposed terminal yards will re- 
lieve the present congestion caused by 
the limited trackage. 

“Those who are opposing the free 
bridge,’ said Mr. Busch, “‘give as a 
strong argument that even if you have 
another bridge you would have no ter- 
minals for it. Well, we’ve bought up 
eyough land for ample terminals. If 
the bridge is built here on the South 
Side and we get our bill through St. 
Louis will be sure of the bridge ter- 
minals and at least one railroad to use 


the bridge. 
Belt Line for Two Cities. 


we intend peor ae, a 
helt line .around St. Louis and also 
around East St. Louls. We have been 
assured that several railroads from the 
West and from the East are perfectly 
willing to get into St. Louis in other 
ways than that provided by the Ter- 
inal Association. 
eWhat is to prevent. the railroads 
from the West swinging into St. Louis 
around our belt line and then crossing 
the river on the free bridge? And what 
will prevent the railroads from the East 
striking our East Side belt line on the 
outskirts of East St. Louis and coming 
over to this side on the free bridge’ 
The Terminal ge lgenaea doesn’t look 
s ighty after all. 
With regard to the terminal yards 
on this side, every railroad man knows 
that yards are built up by manufac- 
turers building plants near them. That 
was what built up the Mill Creek Val- 
lev. Now we have received bunches of 
letters from prominent manufacturers 
inquiring into the prospects of the rail- 
way and saying that they would like 
to place their factories along our route. 
“The American Car and Foundry Co. 
has just obtained a franchise from the 
city to build a $1,500,000 plant right at 
the north end of the river front which 
we are going to turn _ into terminal 
yards. That’s an official index of the 
movement south already. 


Mile of River Front. 


“The property along the river front 
we have bought or secured options on is 
about one mile long and half of it is 
about 800 feet wide and the rest is about 


200 feet wide. On Second street on eith- 
er side of the route of the Manufactur- 
ers’ Railway we have another mile strip. 
The width varies irregularily and in 
some places we have not yet bought the 
property. It will average about a city 
block in width. 

“The north end of the river front 
strip adjoining the site of the car com- 
pany’s plant, the ground for which will 
1 this summer, is now being 
laid out with tracks. John J. Baulch, 
formerly traffic manager for the Term- 
inal Association, is superintending the 
work. 

“Mr. Baulch estimates that the yards 
will have a storage capacity of 15,000 
ears. You can readily see how this will 
relieve the present congestion. He has 
also figured out that 15 industries as 
large as the American Car and Foundry 
Co. could be accommodated with yard 
room for their cars. This would mean 
90 or 40 of the average sized factories.’’

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any and everything that belongs to 
ine, Frank L. Phelps, for I so dearly 
love her. She does not know it, but 
she was the. only friend I ever had, 
and the only woman I ever loved in 
my life. I cannot get her so I am 
ready to die. I have nothing to live 
for now, no more, I am feeling too 
bad to write good. 

“Blame no one for this but me, Frank. 
This. lady is my best and only friend. 
Just why I love her so I can not tell 
but I do. My love for her is so great 
I can not bear the pain any longer. 
If I could only ask her to die with me, 
but O God, I can not. If she will just 
let me die-in her arms I will die a 
happy man. I do not blame her for 
nothing because she does not know this. 
Anyway a better child never lived. God 
knows I love her. I know I am a fool 
but I can’t help it. I know she is as 
true as steel to her husband. 

“God bless her and him. Only hold 
me in your arms and let me die easy. 
I know you will forgive me. Be a good 
girl, Q God, don’t let no man love you 
as I have done for he would do the same 
as 1 have done. No one man can stand 
to love you like I have. He will surely 
die for you, for you won’t throw your 
husband down for nobody.’’ 

Often Told of His Love. 

The woman said Phelps confessed his 
love for her about a year ago, and be- 
cause she would not listen to his impor- 
tunities, he almost constantly talked 
about taking his own life. But he did 
not want to die alone, she said, de- 
manding that she accompany him into 
the other world. 

Phelps had her write several letters, 
explaining that he intended to commit 
suicide and that she would do the same, 
she asserts, but she had no idea he 
would carry out his threat and exe- 
cuted the communications to the world 
more to humor him than anything. 

She says that when she declined to 
run away with him he insisted that 
they agree to end their lives together, 
and to ease his mind she entered into 
this compact. 

For this reason, and no other, she 
told the chief, she inserted in the note 
the fact that she was tto die with 
Phelps, but she did not mean to do s0. 
Her victim referred to that compact 
when he asked her if she was going to 
do it now, she declared. 

Her husband, W. C. Arnold, was tak- 
en to the Chief's room in the presence 
of his wife, and was told what she had 
confessed. The man staggered and 
nearly fell, his face blanched and he 
trembled violently. 

“I can’ believe it, I can't believe ti" 
he murmured and was led from the 
room, 

‘Tragedy in a Fiat. 

The flat where the shooting occurred 
is over a store at 86 Market street. 
Stairs in a narrow alleyway lead to the 
second floor, The door from the stairs 
leads into the parlor. Back of the par- 
lor is a bedroom and back of that a 
kitchen. In the rear of the kitchen was 
a storeroom, which Phelps had been al- 
lowed to use as sleeping quarters. In 
here his body. was found by the police, 
The doors were not on a line, and it 
was impossible to see from the parlor 
into Phelps’ room. 

The case was reported as suicide when 
it happened, and not until Thursday 
morning was an _ “investigation into 
Phelps’ death begun. The starting clew 
was one sentence in the letter—‘‘If she 
would only die with me—if I could only 
get her to take a drink.’’ This suggested 
that he had attempted to kill her. Per- 
haps the two had been in a suicide com- 
pact.

Arnold said: “If there is. anyhting 
queer about this case, I don’t know 
what it is. I was in the front room 
with Mrs. Langdon.

City Attorney Thomas L. Anderson 
has framed an ordinance which he has 


forwarded to Councilman F. Ernest 
Cramer: for introduction in the City 
Council, providing for the furnishing: of 
benches and stools in stores where wom- 
en are employed. <A’ copy of the pro- 
posed ordinance, with a letter statin 
his reasons for framing it, were mai 

to Mr. Cramer Thursday by Mr. Ander- 


son. 
In his letter, Mr. Anderson says that 
it is common knowledge that women in 
stores are compelled to stand during the 
time they are on duty, whether they are 
waiting upon customers or not and 
that he hag. been informed by reputable 
physicians that this practice is detri- 
mental to their health. 
He savs that there can be no objection 
to the passing of the ordinance, except 
a mercenary one, “‘which should certain- 
ly not be considered when health is in 
question.’”

Gotham Charity Officer Says 
State Should Take Charge 
of Them. 


NEW YORK, June 21.—There is no 
reason why society should not relieve 


itself of the burden of mental and 
physical degenerates in two or three 
generations, accord to Alex. John- 
son, secretary of the National Confer- 
ence of Charity and Corrections. This 
can be accomplished very aon: a 
Johnson told the school of philanthrophy 
yesterday, simply by segregating these 
individuals. 

“They should be educated to the full- 
est extent possible,’ he said, “and it is 
astonishing what can be done with a 
feeble-minded child it it is taught 
young. They should be taken into the 
care of the State from childhood until 
death and thereby the State will be 
serving not only its own best interests, 
but of the defective individual. I don't | 
like paternalism in ernment, but we 
can’t have too much maternalism.”’ 

Although Mr. Johnson believes in 
eliminating back stock he thinks that 
the idea of heredity has been greatly 
overworked and that environment is a 
matter of infinitely more important. 

“I would rather born in the worst 
slum of the worst parents that ever 
were,” he said, ‘“‘and be removed to a 
satisfactory environment at birth than 
be born under the best possible con- 
ditions and then be removed to a bad 
environment. Heredity is a powerful 
factor, and we need never be surprised 
at anything it does. 

“Yet this influence is slight compared 
with that of environment and much 
that passes as hereditary is really the 
result of environment.”’

FORMER SENATOR BEN ANDER-

THOMAS McHARG, furniture deal- 
er: The verdict was outrageous. I! 
think that instead of having $50,000 
handed to him, Mr. Cook ought to be 
required to pay back some of the 
money that the Henry County people 
lost in the failure of the Salmon 
Bank. If the failure had occurred in 
Boone County he wouldn't have been 
given a cent, I am confident. I heard 
most of the evidence, and to say that 
I was surprised at the verdict would 
be apes it mildly, 
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lumbia Baptist Church: From my un- 
derstanding of the testimony, L expect- 
ed the jury to decide in favor of the 
Post-Dispatch. That ten of the jurors 
refused to believe the plaintiff guilty 
of neglect of duty is indeed a great 
Surprise to me. 

MARSHALL GORDON, president of 
the Columbia Dairy Co., and director 
in the Boone County National Bank: | 
am astounded at the verdict. If I had 
been a member of the jury, Mr. Cook 
would not have been awarded a penny. 
I heard most of the evidence and I am 
frank to say that in my judgment it 
eonvicted the plaintiff of neglect of 
duty in failing to discover the condi- 
tion of the Salmon Bank. What mo 
was needed? The Post-Dispatch’s coni- 
ment on the Salmon Bank failure was 
not severe or unreasonable. I[t had a 
right to ask why the depositors had not 
been protected by the Secretary of 
State's office. If we are going to stifle 
the free and untrammeled criticism of 
newspapers in respect to the public con- 
duct of public officials, the voice of 
honesty in our public affairs will be for- 
ever suppresses. 

IRVIN VIVION, prominent farmer 
and stockman: The verdict was unjust. 
Mr. Cook didn’t deserve a cent. There 
is no doubt he was negligent in office. 

WILL JOHNSON, farmer: Mr. Cook 
wasn't entitled to 25 cents. The evidence 
proved it. 

REV. W. W. ELWAND, pastor of the 
First Presbyterian Church: In a ‘school 
community like Columbia the verdict 
was appalling. It strikes at the right 
of the press of the nation to comment 
on public men and events. Why. if that 
verdict were pushed to its logical con- 
clusion it would mean that almost every 
paper in the State has at one time or 
another been guilty of libel. and has 
laid itself open to a suit for damages.

OHICAGO, June 2j.—Grace Monroe, 
the 18-year-old beauty who was abduct- 
ed by her father, Rev. Alexander Mon- 
roe, has been located in Centralia, IIll., 
where her father is still guarding her, 
and where, it is alleged, he is trying to 


make her marry a young dentist of that 
place. 

William Leiferman, who says he is the 
accepted suitor of the girl, appealed to 
the police for assistance. He was told 
that a habeas corpus proceeding offered 
the best solution of the trouble. Mean- 
time two’ constables are camping in the 
shadow of the parsonage in Chicago 
Lawn, with warrants for the fighting 
parson. 

Miss Monroe has been removed from 
her position as teacher and planist in 
the Sunday School because of ‘‘unenvi- 
able notoriety.’” She was given permis- 
sion to attend church. 


GIRL HELD ON FARM; 
DEFIES HER CAPTORS, 


CENTRALIA, Il1., June 21,.—Miss 
Grace Monroe, the pretty young minis- 
ter’'s daughter who was removed from 
her home at Chicago Lawn early Tues- 
day, was drought direct to this city by 
her father, the Rev, Alexander Mon- 
roe and James Shanklin. 

When the party arrived here. they 
were met by a closea cab and were im- 
mediately driven to the home of young 
Shanklin’s mother, where they remained 
over night. 

When the details of the manner in 
which the young lady was forced to 
come here became known this morning, 
her captors were somewhat disconcerted, 
and her father lost no time in spiriting 
her away to his farm north of this city, 
where, according to young Shanklin, she 
will be detained until she gets over her 
infatuation for her young lover, William 
Leiferman, 

The girl asserts that he laughs best 
who laughs last, and maintains that she 
will yet marry young Leiferman in spite 
of the strenuous efforts of her father to 
separate them. 

James Shanklin, the young dentist, 
who assisted the Rey. Alexander Monroe 
in ‘“‘kidnaping’’ his daughter, disclaims 
any desire to marry the girl, and claims 
that he was actuated to take the part 
he did merely through his friendship for 
the family and at the urgent request of 
Mr. Monroe, who was anxious to get 
the girl away from what he called the 
hypnotic influence of young Leiferman. 

The movements of the pastor and his 
daughter have been: conducted with 
great secrecy, and while their ostensible 
destination this morning was the farm, 
young Shanklin, who has resumed his 
work in the dentist office, disclaims any 
knowledge of their whereabouts. No se- 
rious trouble is anticipated from Leifer- 
man.

This verdict means that if President 
Roosevelt cared to sue for libel every 
paper that has criticised his administra- 
tion he might collect thousands of dol- 
lars from the Democratic press of the 
country. It means that the country 
press might be held liable to the extent 
of thousands. It means that the news- 
papers of this country must eventually 
cut everything out of their columns but

Their to- 
tal salaries including all rakeoffs and perquisites for 
“insiders” have increased at the astonishing rate of 
51.2 per cent, while there has been an increase of 
only 16.3 per cent in the number of workers em- 
ployed as operatives.

A Suggestion.

It would seem to me that corpora- 
tions having excavating work dofe, 
where men are putting in gas pipe and 
water pipe in trenches, that for very 
little cost a contrivance could be ar- 


ranged whereby it would not be neces- 
sary for men to enter a trench to as- 


enough to overcome them or not. 
wou.d suggest that all corporations do- 
ing such work would provide their fore- 
men with a simple contrivance that I 
pelieve would save many lives in this 
work. They could have a large funnel 
made similar to a megashone in con- 
ytruction, say from 18 to % inches in 
diameter, and attached to the smail end 
uf the funnel could be a rubber tube, 
this rubber tube to be of sufficient 
length to reach the surface of the 
ground, and before the men entered the 
trench to work, say in the morning, 
gases having accumulated overnight, 
the foreman could lower this funnel into

MOUNTAINS SWIM 


ON EARTH'S CRUST.- 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch and 
New York World. 


LONDON, June 21.—Prof. Schuster, in- 
the course of an address at a meeting 
of the Royal Society, mentioned an in- 


teresting theory to account for 
ability of the earth's crust to sustain 
the weight of mountain ranges like the 
Himalayas and Atlas. 

“The theory is that they swim in the 
ground in a manner similar to that of 
the iceberg in water,’ he said. ‘“‘Moun- 
tains are lighter than the rest of the 
earth's surface.” 

He added that this theory had been 
confirmed to a great extent by investi- 
gations now in progress that show that 
the earth generally is denser than the 
material of the mountains.

OF PERSON WHO DIED 


OVER 2 


00 YEARS AGO

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Book Found Beside Stone Bier Bears Inscription, ‘‘B. A. Strong, 
Oxford College, May 24, 1676’’—Remarkable Discovery Near 
Andover, N. B., to Be Followed by More Explorations. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ANDOVER, N. B., June 21.—Great in- 
terest is manifested in the towns of 
Perth and Andover in a remarkable dis- 
covery made Sunday afternoon by 
Charles Stewart and his uncle, John E. 
Stewart, near Johnsville, where the 
bones of a person, who perhaps had 
been dead more than 200 years, were 
found in a cave that had been block- 
aied by a big boulder for at least a 
century. 

Using dynamite, the Stewarts demol- 
ished this boulder. Then they found 12 
stone steps leading down to a passage 
about seven feet long and two feet wide. 
This opened into a main room about 12 
feet square. Entering the larger Troom 
they were startled to find the bones of 
a human being lying in a bunk made of 
stone. There were no traces of flesh, and 
the bones -were dry and crumbly. 


Near the bones was a gold ring, on 
which were inscribed: ‘‘John Long, Dec. 
4, 1779."" A few inches away was a silver 
watch, which bore the date ‘‘1740.”’ 

Undernéath the bunk they found three 
books, two in Latin; the third written 
in English. One of the Latin books 
was Suetonius’ “History of Rome,” 
dated 1667, and on the leaf were several 
Latin inscriptions. Inside was written 
the following: 

“B. A, Strong, Oxford College, May 
24, 1676.” 

Underneath this appeared the name, 
‘James Hayward, 1685.”’ 

The other book was “‘Seneca’s Trage- 
dies,’ and in it was marked the date, 
**1659 * 


Around the books, which were in a 
good state of preservation, was a large 
piece of bark, on which were marks be- 
lieved to be plans of other caves. Some 
of the writing on the bark is in Eng- 
lish; the rest appears to be in Latin or 
French. The whole bundle was inside 
a rusted iron_teakettle.

ANOTHER BALTIC. 
MUTINY COMING 


Narodny Says the Black Sea 
Affair Will Be Eclipsed 
Very Soon. 


NEW YORK, June 21.—Discussing re- 
ports from London, which were denied 
from 8st. Petersburg, of trouble at 
Cronstadt, Ivan Narodny, a. Russian, 
who came here in the interest of the 
revolutionists, said yesterday: 

“There will be, soon, a great mutiny 

in the Baltic fleet at Cronstadt, with 
vastly more success than the already 
historic mutiny in the Black Sea fleet. 
The captains commanding are in sym- 
pathy with the revolutionary movement 
and will declare at the appointed time 
for the reforms. 
. The fact is the army officers drawn 
from the noble class are In sympathetic 
terms with the men from the peasant 
and artisan classes. The common people 
and the nobles in Russia are not sep- 
arated by the gulf that stood between 
these classes under the ancient regiment 
in France. The nobles throughout Rus- 
sia—and the gentry, too—are the peas- 
ants’ closest friends, on the most cor- 
dial and friendly footing. The nobles are 
the backbbne of the revolution in Rus- 
sia. The bureaucracy is drawn from 
neither class, and is hated by 
classes. 

“It is the system which causes riots 
like that at Bialystok. 

“The reason why the bureaucracy 
stirs up this resentment against the 
Jews_is that they are seen to be an ele- 
ment strong for revolution—radicals. 


MUTINY OF GUARD 
AT SEVASTOPOL. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 21.—A seri- 
ous mutiny which for a time threatened 
to place the fortress of Sevastopol in 
possession of the mutineers was sup- 
pressed yesterday. According to a spe- 
cial dispatch to the Novoe Vremya, it 
was started by a battalion of the’ for- 
tress artillery, which declined to obey 
orders, whereupon the men were prompt- 
ly disarmed. 

Two other battalions then mutinied 
and tovk possession ef the guns in the 
north shore batteries, but on the appear- 
ance of several loyal regiments of in- 
fantry the mutineers abandoned the idea 
of fighting and returned to their bar- 
racks.

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CORNELL USES QUICK 
RECOVERY THIS SEASON

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., June 21.— 
The great regatta is due at the little 
town of Poughkeepsie. The hotels are 
filling with sightseers and rooms are at 
a& premium. 

On the river the great crews of the 
big colleges are putting finishing touch- 
es on the training for the great races 
on Saturday. At the invitation of Coach 
Courtney. I spent some time on _ his 
training launch watching Cornell. 

“Go!” cried Courtney. 

Sixteen big sweeps dropped ‘into th 
water without a splash. Sixteen stat- 
ues in living bronze sprang suddenly 
into life. The water rose in a wave of 
foam under the churning blades. The 
two boats lifted almost clear of the 
river, hung for-a tenth of a second and 
shot forward as if they had been 
hurled by an explosion.. The cox- 
swains shouted through their mega-’ 
phones. The rowers swung back and 
forth machine-like. The blades beat the 
waves and ripples into froth. Court- 
ney’s launch started ahead at full power 
of her engines. The banks flew past 
like the-scenery in a stage auto race, I 
never saw a finer, cleaner exhibition of 
sweep rowing than Courtney's men 
gave. Cornell's crew can row and it 


can row right. 

It has been said that under Courtney's 
coaching Cornell uses a long stroke and 
a slow. even recovery. That !s untrue. 
Cornell. did use such a style of rowing 
three years ago, and for a year or two 
before that. In 1903 Cornell was, suc- 
cessful with the long stroke and the 
slow recovery that was said not to 
check the boat. At that time Courtney 
thought it the right style of rowing. But 
there is only one right style—the quick, 
snappy recovery—the style that gives 
some 36 properly executed strokes to the 
minute instead.of 28 ponderous pulls. 
When Syracuse, coached by Ten Eyck, 
whipped Cornell in 1904, using the snap- 
py recovery, Courtney saw his error and 

The Cornell crew 
today recovers like a flash and can easily 
atroke 36. or even faster. It looks like 
the swiftest eight Cornell ever turned 
out. And it is strorig. The ideal weight 
for an oarsman is 170 pounds. Cornell's 
crew weighs a little over that on the 
average. Three men weigh 180, three 
weigh 170. one weighs 173, and Foote, 
stroke, weighs 165. 

Foote is the lightest man In the boat, 
but he is the strongest. There is not a 
better stroke on the river. I doubt that 
there Is a better stroke In the country. 
Foote is 21 years old and is six feet tall. 
Ie is the only man on the crew that an 
inexperienced spectator would call awk- 
ward. He does look a little clumsy, 
but appearances are deceitful. He al- 
ways has his eyes on the and he 
tears into his work with the vim of a 
fighting bulldog. His broad shoulders 
are hunched up until his 
rest upon them. and he puts every ounce 
of strength he has into each stroke.

I was struck 
particularly by the style of Steward 
Rice who rows No, 8 Rice is six feet 
one and one-half, and weighs 176. He is 
24 years old, and has the strength of a 
veteran. In fact, he looks the strongest 
man in the boat. He whips his sweep 
through the water with a heave that 
fairly lifts the shell. I never saw a pret- 
tier water man. With better luck in the 
matter of avoiding back water than she 
had last year, Syracuse will be a dan- 
gerous rival for Cornell. The races are 
rowed with a favoring tide. Last year 
the date was changed without taking 
the different tide time into consideration. 
The result was that a heavy eddy inter- 
fered with the Syracuse course and held 
the boat back.

The crews are 
nearly on edge now and will not chance 
any more hard fights against the watch 
over the whole course. 

The following etatistics show how the 
crews which will compete in, the in- 
tercollegiate rowing regatta here Sat- 
urday compare in average age, height 
and weight: 
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The Cardinals lose with such recur- 
ring frequency as to reflect startlingly 
little credit on their ability as baseball 


players. They have proved improving 
propositions for every team they have 
met since leaving home. No matter 
how poor their opponents play, the Car- 
dinals generally manage to play even 
poorer. And the twirlers are not alto- 
gether blameless. Only one of McClos- 
key’s pitchers seems to know how to get 
in the winning column once in a while. 
That is Taylor. Taylor has lost games 
this season, but he has not pitched any 
poor ones. He may get hit now and 
again, but he makes very few pitching 
errors. He's got grit, and nerve, and 
stamina, and speed and curves, and 
about everything that a_ successful 
pitcher could wish to have. 

Had this Taylor a team like Cleveland 
behind him, his losing games would be 
few and far between. The stolid twirler 
of the Cardinals is accounted by the 
very good judges of the game as the 
best pitcher in the National League. 
New York has tried time and again to 
get Taylor, but the Robisons have. 4l- 
ways clung to him. Even with the han- 
dicap that a losing team brings 4 
pitcher, this fellow from Nelsonville, 
O., continues to pitch good baseball 
and win every now and then. Still it is 
trying on one’s soul to pitch for such 
a club as the Cardinals. 

Taylor has nerves of steel. Whether 
his teammates play good or bad base- 
ball behind him, the erstwhile miner 
goes ahead pitching his best.

His motton asking for a mod- 
iscation was denied without com- 
ment,

proper authority. This decision §re- 
ferred to the literature sent owt by 
Lewis as being of the same nature as 
that sent out by patent medicine con- 
cerns, called the first Board of Direct- 
Lewis’ “hirelings,” and referred 
to other Lewis enterprises as ‘‘vest 
pocket corporations.”

The appointment of a receiver has been 
declared improper by the court, and the 
appointment set aside.

TRONDJHEM, Norway, June 21.—The 


the harbor filled with the fleets of na- 
tions and the city crowded far beyond 
comfort. Many Americans, among 
them William J. Bryan, aré here. 

The Danish .royal yacht, Danneborg, 
with Prince Christian of Denmark, a 
brother of King Haakon, on board, and 
the steamer Tromp, carrying the special 
Dutch embassy to the coronation of 
the King of Norway, entered the har- 
bor early this morning. 

Another loud cannonade thereupon 
awoke the few who remained asleep in 
the city. In view of the fact that a few 
drops of rain fell at intervals, the sci- 
entifically inclined insisted that these 
endless artillery salutes are proving 
rainmakers and. will eventually spoil 


all the pretty decorations of Trondh- 
jem. 


King Recelves Nations, 

The palace was astir early, as it had 
been planned to receive there the spe- 
cial French, American, Italian, Aus- 
trian and Dutch embassies in the order 
named, commencing at 9:30, before the 
King proceeded to the Danneborg to 
greet his brother. 


the special American Ambassador, 
Charles N. Graves, the Minister of the 
United States to Sweden, supported by 
Maj. William W. Gibson, military at- 
tache at St. Petersburg, and Lieuten- 
ant-Commander John H. Gibbons, naval 
attache at London, and attended by the 
Norwegian officers assigned to escort 
them, drove to the palace shortly after 
9 o'clock. After a brief wait, King Haa- 
kon received the embassy and gave the 
Americans a cordial welcome, express- 
ing his pleasure at their presence and 
the most friendly feelings for the United 
States. 

The diplomatic receptions continued 
for over an hour. A great crowd gath- 
ered in front of the palace and watched 
the arrival and departure of the em- 
bassies. 

King Haakon and Queen Maud, unless 
the receptions interfere with their plans,

Norway Is Maritime. 


Norway has an Atlantic Coast line 
as long as that of the United States. 
not including her dreary Arctic shore. 

Norway is thus by necessity the most 
maritime of nations. Its railway mile- 
age is only about one two-hundredth 
part of that of the United States. Its 
vessels is two- 
mnited States and 
greater than that of France. The 
United States has 73 vessels of 5000 tons 
or over, and France has 62, where Nor- 
way has none; but in steamers and 
sailing craft of modest size, the school 
of seamen, she is strong. Such an own- 
er of sailing ships as Johanson of Chris- 
tiania is not behind the Seawalls of 
Bath or the Winslows of Portland. The 
Norse fishing fleet is famous the world 
over and the Norway flag is carried bv 
tramp steamships into many ports where 
the Stars and Stripes are hoisted only 
in compliment. : 
There were in 1900 1,125,000 Norwegians 
by birth or parentage living in the 
United States, just half of the number 
remaining in the old home. A large 
and prosperous delegation of Norwe- 
gians from America is in Trondhjem to- 
day hurrahing for Haakon. 

Norway has had no King of her own 
For more than 400 years 
the country remained tn union with 


ment. Because Denmark remained 


punished her by joining Norway and 
Thus was rewarded the per- 
who was made a 
King by Napoleon and later helped de- 
throne him. The present King of Swe- 
den is a descendant of the Marshal of 


Europe today of the career of the Cor- 
Sican King-maker. The Norwegians 
fought against Bernadotte and wished 
for their King that Crown Prince, who 
became the beloved but ill-fated King 
Christian VIIT of Denmark. Again they 
have chosen a Danish Prince as King. 


How Haakon Became King. 


The dual monarchy with Sweden 
proved as vexatious to the smaller part- 
ner as that with Austria has to Hun- 
gary. Norway is maritime, democratic, 
free-trader. Sweden is agricultural and 
manufacturing, aristocratic, protection- 
ist. It has been a grievance with Nor- 
way that the consular service of the 
dual power favored Sweden at her ex- 
pense. 

The bloodless revolution by which 
Norway effected her independence was 
due, therefore, to business as.much as 
to sentimental reasons. The Norwegians 
figure that, running their own affairs 
to suit themselves, they can keep more 
of their people at home. It is a fact 
that Sweden has proportionately lost 
less by immigration than Norway. 

The wider outlook of the séa seems to 
have had an esthetic effect in Norway. 
Her poets and dramatists and artists 
have bulked bigger in Europe than 
those of Sweden. The latter country 
has held its own in science and in in- 
vention. Both peoples are educated; tl- 
literacy is less common than in the 
United States. Both countries are 
on and lan- 


bors than as partners. They should be 
kept friends by a common fear of Rus- 
sia, which would like to seal a harbor 
on the Atlantic kept ice-free, in spite of 
its latitude, by the Gulf stream.

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Eight-Year-Old Albert Pokorny, Immigrant, Was Becoming Good

Bemoaning the misfortune which de- 
prives him of the greatest joy of his 
childhood, 8-year-old Albert Pokorny, 
at the City Hospital, plaintively repeats 
over and over again: 

“T can never play baseball any more.”’

Making of Good Man. 


In Albert there is the making of a 
good American. He has been in America 
only eight months, but in that short 
time he has learned to speak English, 
to throw a curved ball, and he wants 
to be a stcrekeeper. 

His father, Charles Pokorny, a poor 
immigrant, came from Germany three 
years ago and saved enough money to 


a 
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furnish a home and to send for his 
family last October. Mrs. Pokorny 
crossed the ocean with Albert and his 
little sister, and since her arrival in St. 
Louis, another boy has joined the fam- 
ily circle. 


Albert is unusually bright. Within, 
three months after coming here he had 
learned enough English to make it pos- 
sible for him to enter the Clay School 
in January. He now speaks with 
scarcely a suggestion of foreign accent. 

“IT was learning to be a good pitcher,”’ 
he said to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Thursday. “I liked that best of all and 
the other boys were teaching me to 
throw a curve.

Loved His Ball Best. 


“The only toys I have are a@ wagon, 
a sled and my baseball.

MACON, Mo., June 21.—The last boodle 
charge against T. Ed Albright, that of 
bribery in the $47,500 city lighting deal, 
was dismissed on motion of Circuit At- 
torney Sager in the Circuit Court here 
today. This action was taken a few 
hours after the former member of the 
St. Louis House of Delegates. had been 
acquitted of the charge of perjury in 
the Suburban franchise deal. 

Today's acquittal and that at Troy, 
where Albright was tried last summer 
on a bribery charge, convinced the 


prosecutor that it would be useless to 
press the remaining charge, especially 
as the indictment was defective. Mr. 
Sager explained this defect to the Court 
as follows: 

“The indictment charges the defend- 
ant with having accepted $2500 under an 
agreement that he would vote for what 
is known as the lighting Dill. As a 
matter of fact, the State’s evidence will 
show that, while he voted for the light- 
ing bill, there was no agreement; and 
that he did not: get any money until, 
after its pa e, members of the com- 
bine came to the conclusion that, inas- 
much as he had voted with them on 
the bill, he ought to have something. 
Inder those circumstances the Indict- 
ment should have charged him with 
having voted in violation of his oath 
of oftice, and having with partiality 
and favor accepted this money con- 
sideration. 

‘Because of its failure so to charge, 
there is a fatal variance between the 
allegations in the indictment and the 
proof.”
